Baſs, 02as near as he can ſafely ., and in their Pajeſties Mames 
and Authozity, Command and Charge the Perſons pꝛelſently with- 
in the ſaid iſland, to Deliver up themſelves and the lſland in manner 
fozelaid, within the ſpace of ſix Days, next after they are Charg⸗ 
ed, under the pain of high Treaſon; And appoints Str /ames Ogilvy, 
their Maje ſties Sollicitoꝛ to diſpatch the Herauld and Trumpeter, 
with famous Perſons to be Witneſſes, and cauſe furmſh a Boat to 
them; and in caſe they obey not, then to Denunce them, and there- 
akter thar Letters of Pntercommuning be direct againſt them as 
effetrs : And in the mean time the ſaids Loꝛds Do hereby pzomile 
a Reward of Fifty Pounds Sterling, to any Perſon 02 Perſons who 
ſhall ſeiſe upon, and deliver to any of their Bajeſties Judges, a- 
_ wiſtrats, oꝛ Officers of their Bajeſtics Fozces.the perſons of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Grahame, or Michael Middleton Gobernou: of the 
Baſs, two of the Rebelsinthe ſaid 1{l:nd ; and the ſum of Twenty 
Pounds Sicrliog, fo any perſon oꝛ perſons, who ſhall ſeiſe upon, and 
deliber in manner fozeſatd,any of the perſons after-named, Rebels 
in the ſaid Iſland, viz, James, John and William Siddletons, the Go- 
vernours Bꝛothers, Duncan W<queen, Thomas Hepburn, John Turine, 
Sr. H-znifon, ) ohn ꝙ clean, Morine the Chyrurgeon, an En- 
liſhman, Nicolſon, ſohn Gladeſtones, Gawain Johnſton, Lieutenant 
ohn Hacket, John Hacker Sed. man, two Iriſh Sea-men, another 
Iriſh Sea-man, two Hopyboyes that belonged to the Earl of Leven, 
Collonel Grabames Servant , thꝛee 02 four more Serbants . and 
John Manderſon, Charles Maitland Servant, detained againſt his will. And 
Appoints thir Preſents to be Pꝛinted, and Publiched at the Mercat.
